POSTMASTER GENERAL'S REPORT 


SHOWS SURPLUS FOR TBE FIRST 


TIME IN NUMBER OF YEARS

Washington, Dec. 11.—"For the 


first time sintee 1883 the 
annual 


inancia! statement of the Postofi'ice 
Department shows a surplus instead 
of a deficit." 


This is the burden of the annual 


•eport of Postmaster General Hitch- 
cock, made public today. 
He indi- 


cates that the placing of the postal 
iervice upon a selt-sustaining basis 
meant an improvement and exten- 
sion of facilities, and at no distant 
day, one cent letter postage. 


At the beginning of the present ad- 


ministration, Mr. Hitchcock pointed 
out, the department showed a deficit 
ot $17,479,770, the largest on record. 
In two yea'rs this deficit has been 
changed into a suplus of $219,118, 
despite important extensions through- 
out the service. 
These extensions include 3,744 new 


postoffices, delivery of mail by car- 
riers in 186 additional cities, 2,516 
new rural mail routes, aggregating 
60,679 miles, and 8,000 additional 
postal employes with the salary roll 
greater by $14,000,000 than it was 
two years ago. 


The postal savings bank system, 


less than a year old, now is in opera- 
tion in -practically all of the 7,500 
presidential postoffices. Preparations 
are being made 
to establish it in

Chaney of Clay county, Iowa, and Alta 
•L.. Chaney of Columbus. 


The round sum paid for this land 


was $25,0-00. 
The Smiley farm nearby 


is under negotiations for purchase now 
by a man named Ely who is said to 
represent oil promoters. 


All this land lies above the Huron 


shale, a stratum of varying- thickness 
that outcrops across the state 
from 


the village of Huron in Erie county to 
the Ohio river near Portsmouth. 
It 


lies , above the corniferous 
limestone 


which outcrops west of Columbug and 
affords the basis of the valuable quar- 
rying interests there. 


This shale everywhere gives indica- 


tions of both oil and gas. In 
fact, 


many farmers living: above the stratum 
have been securing for years enough 
natural gas from shallow wells bored 
down into it, to supply their homes. 
and-water 
coming; 
from 
the shale 


usually brings on its surface scums of 
oil. 


The surface indications have in the 


past turned many to an investigation 
of this shale as a source of oil and gas. 
but nothing sufficient for commercial 
exploitation has been secured. How- 
ever no tests by experienced oil men 
have yet been made. 


The name of Purvis among the pur- 


chasers of property in the vicinity first 
called attention -at this time

a. fine new field, getting away with a 
lortune as his reward for adhering to 
his notion that the territory was good 
oil country. 


Mr. Purvis, it seems, sees the same 


indications in the 
country 
north, of 


TTorthington. that led him to bore in 
the Fairfield district and it is believed 
that nothing will prevent him from 
thoroughly testing this land at least. 
Among those who warned him against 
wasting his money in the Fairfield dis- 
tricts were the scientists, and the ver- 
dict of scientists is against him in his 
new field, but having won where they 
said he could not before he is likely 
to pay no more attention to them now.

Are you aware, reader, voter 
and 


citizen, that the groat state of Ohio 
owning millions of dollars 
worth of 


personal property in her various and 
numerous departments and state in- 
stitutions had never, until the pres- 
ent administration, taken 
an inven- 


tory so that public records might show 
what property is owned? Consider the 
enormity of the negligence that has 
permitted this condition to 
obtain.

door of the house of John D. Rocke- 
feller, and other trails ending

magnates, the sceel trust investigat- 
ing committee of the house of repre- 
sentatives has been summarily com- 
manded by Wall street to bring its 
probe to a halt. 


The Stanley committee is in the 


possession of evidence sufficient to 
convict the steel trust of obtaining 
rebates or preferential divisions of 
rates which amount to rebates, from 
the railroads, amounting to millions 
of dollars. 
The evidence 
has 
not 


become public for the reason that 
the committee has not had time to 
reach, in public hearings, this fea- 
ture of the trust's wrong-doings. 


"This investigation must be stop- 


ped." is the command that went out 
of Wall street several weeks 
ago. 


"Set up the plea that the investiga- 
tion ought not to proceed 
because 


Mr. "VVickersham has already started 
a suit against the corporation." The 
steel trust attomeys carried the ul- 
timatum to the committee in Wash- 
ington. 


But Chairman Stanley stands firm 


for a continuation of the investiga- 
tion. 
"If," says Mr. Stanley, "the 
steel corporation has not violated the" 
law, then it will welcome this 
op- 


portunity to demonstrate its obed- 
ience to the law in advance of a lit- 
igation which will take years to de- 
termine,- and if it has violated

law, it will use all its powers and 
all its immense wealth to silence a 
committee which can neither be ca- 
joled, deceived nor corrupted."

OST 6? Us have struck the" Christmas' pace by'this time. Even If w« 
haven't-yet, another week will probably see us jput on the iigh gear. 
We may not intend to. We may think we have planned carefully, 
so that the usual strenuous gait will not be necessary. But despite 


Intentions and plans, somehow or other it seems to get us. 


What is the reason for it, and is there any way, even now, to slacken 


our speed? , 
Perhaps o.ne cause lies in the contagious spirit of the times. Every- 


body else is living strenuously just now and rushing about frantically with 
'their hands full of more duties or affairs than they can manage. And so 
we begin to think of things which we didn't intend doing, but which we 
decide now we will do. And immediately we start in to rush hither and 
yon like the rest of th« world. 
It is all very well to catch the spirit of Christmas, if it so be we are not 


already effervescing with it, the spirit of kindliness and good will and love 
and cheer; but it is not necessary to catch the spirit of frantic haste. The 
two really are at enmity. 
Hurry will wear us out,-make us irritable, take 


the sweetness out of the season, and leave us wondering cynically if 
Christmas is worth while. So let us consider a bit before we throw in the 
high gear; or, if we are already going beyond speed laws, let ns see if we 
cannot slacken. 
_ It is an American trait to overdo. It is probably one of the conse- 


quences of the feverish pace at which we live. We are keyed up all the 
time, and so,no matter what we do, WP -over-do. And in nothing do we 
over-do quite ,so much as in our Christmas keeping., It is an- unusual 
festivity. 'Spirits run high. And before we know it, they run' away'with 
us. And we-are plunged into almost an orgy of gift-giving, entertaining, 
perhaps even of dressing, that uses up more of our money, our time, and 
our strength than we can afford. 
The post-holiday season finds us with a 


'depleted treasury, both financially and physically. 


Is there any way to avoid this condition? As has been said, we usually 


intend to avoid it, but we don't. We start out sanely. We even deliberately 
hold ourselves in check. But the time comes, when we throw resolves and 
cautions to the wind, and sprint with the rest. We usually begin it by 
adding a few more to our gift-list than we intended. These- people had 
been in our-mind, but-we, had resolutely decided not to put their names on 
our. gift-list. 
But now we weakly succumb, and down they go. Then we 


decide to get for certain ones on the list, something better than we had 
intended, "yAvfifty-cent, gift seems so little, we'll make the limit one dollar. 
Or we substitute for our one-dollar articles those at two. And before we 
know it we are engulfed. Now how can we prevent this? 


We can-do it-largely by sending cards to the many on our list to 


whom we usually send some trifling knick-nack. By this is not meant 
foolish, sentimental cards, but cards that really carry an inspiring Christ- 
massy message. 
Today, fortunately, these cards can be found; for this
